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Calvary rode through Wilmington, 
camped in Tewksbury 


: By LARZ F. NEILSON 


F-Troop rode through town, 
but ‘without Capt. Wilton 
Parmenter. They weren’t 
looking for the Hakawi and 
had nothing do with the 
1960s television comedy. 

This F Troop was the 
Army’s' premier exhibition 
troop, based at Fort Ethan 
Allen, Vermont. On May 17, 
1899; they rode through Wil- 
mihgton and Tewksbury and 
camped on the banks of the 
Shawsheen River. 

The cavalrymen under 
Capt;.Dodd were part of the 
3rd U.S. Cavalry, which had 
fought in Cuba the previous 
year. Many of the men were 
still; fighting malaria they 
had contracted there. 

They, had been in Boston 
fora military show and had 
an interlude before a parade 
in Malden. For some fresh 
air and exercise, they took 
an excursion through Mid- 
dlesex County. After camp- 
ing at.Greenwood, they rode 
through Wakefield. Some 
had« ‘expected that they 
would ‘proceed into Lynn- 
field, but instead they rode 
through Reading and into 
Wilmington. 

“From the stores in Wake- 


field and Reading, the clerks 


and proprietors rushed to 
their doors and gazed in 
silent admiration at the sun- 
burned soldiers who rode 
such beautiful horses,” re- 
ported the Boston Daily 
Globe, “while some of the 
young women in their num- 
ber could not help looking 
just a bit conscious as some 
of the brawny sons of Mars 
glanced their way.” 

The three covered wagons 
carrying the troops’ camp 
equipment were not military 
issue. As the excursion was 
largely unplanned, the wag- 
ons were borrowed. They 
were painted to advertise 
pianos and furniture mov- 
ing. 

The troops proceeded at a 
moderate gait, so quietly 
that few knew of their pres- 
ence. There was no fanfare, 
no bugles, no shouting or 
clinking of equipment. They 
attracted some admiring 
spectators, several calling 
them Uncle Sam’s “real sol- 
diers.” There was no short- 
age of boys running along- 
side the troops. 

The Boston Globe article 
gave a description of Wil- 
mington that no one today 
would recognize. 

“It was after noon when 
the troop passed through the 


village of Wilmington and 
turned onto the high road 
leading through to Tewks- 
bury and Lowell. Up to this 
time, it had marched on the 
line of the electric railroad, 
much to the pleasure of the 
passengers on cars that 
passed it. 

“At Wilmington, the rail- 
road swings off toward Bil- 
lerica, through the swamp, 
while the main road extends 
northward. Up the main 
road, as fine as the king’s 
highway, the troop went 
gaily on in the best of spir- 
its, though by this time 
prodigiously hungry, for it 
was well past noon, and the 
digestion of the soldier is 
never sluggish when he is on 
the march. 

“Camp and lunch were 
ahead, but nobody knew how 
far, so the boys made the 
best of things, and drank in 
the clear, almost crisp 
spring air, odorous with he 
scent of pines and the subtle 
smell of violets and apple 
blossoms, for the roadside 
was carpeted in spots with 
pale blue, and in every farm- 
yard the bursting buds of the 
apple trees were becoming 
pink and white flowers of 
delicious fragrance.” 

They stopped to water the 
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i S SS THE CAMP 


AF Troop, 3rd U.S. Cavalry camped on the banks of the Shawsheen River in May 1899. 


The area was on the east side of Main Street. 


horses at Silver Lake. Pro- 
ceeding into Tewksbury, 
they pitched camp on the 
banks of the Shawsheen 
River. 

“There is no prettier spot 
in Massachusetts for a camp 
than that selected for to- 
night’s stop of Troop F,” said 
the Globe. “The field in 
which the tents are pitched 
is to the right of the old high 
road out from Boston, and 
adjoining it. On the east side 
of the campground, the turf 
slopes to the dark waters of 
the Shawsheen.” 

Leaving Tewksbury, the 
unit would ride through Bil- 
lerica and into Concord be- 
fore heading back toward 
Malden for a large celebra- 
tion of the city’s 250th an-

The gingerbread house has long

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First Lady Patricia Nixon was the 
first to start the tradition of a 
White House holiday gingerbread 
house. 

It has now become so popular 
and large scaled, that the plan- 
ning and preparation for it begins 
in June, and thousands of cookies 
and confections are created for 
the massive cookie house display. 

Gingerbread has been a tradi- 
tional cookie recipe long before it 
was showcased at 1600 Pennsy]l- 
vania Ave. The first gingerbread 
recipes date back to Greece in 
2400 B.C., and was used for reli- 
gious ceremonies. 

The gingerbread cookie later be- 
came more popular in Medieval 
Europe. Gingerbread cookies, 


the season for the 
singerbread house | 


known as fairings, were a staple 
at Medieval fairs. These cookies 
would be shaped as animals or 
kings and queens, and gilded with 
gold leaf. 

Queen Elizabeth the First is cre- 
dited with making the finley dec- 
orated gingerbread cookie popu- 
lar. She would have cookies made 
to resemble dignitaries that 
would visit her court, and hand 
them out as gifts. These cookies 
would eventually become season- 
al, with changing flower and bird 
shapes to match the season. 

The actual gingerbread house is 
believed to originate in Germany 
in the 16th century. These houses 
would be decorated with foil and 
gold leaf, and eventually became 


a Christmas tradition. 

By the 17th century, giving gin- 
gerbread as gifts became so popu- 
lar, that only professional bakers 
were allowed to bake gingerbread. 
The only exception was Christmas 
and Easter, when anyone was free 
to bake it. This is how ginger- 
bread became such a seasonal 
treat for the average family. 

It is the Brothers Grimm, howev- 
er, that truly brought the popular- 
ity of the gingerbread house to the 
next level with their 19th century, 
famous story, “Hansel and Gre- 
tel.” As you may remember, the 
main characters in the story 
stumble upon a house in the woods 
made out of cookies and candy, a 
perfect reference to the traditional 
holiday gingerbread house. As the 
Grimm’s story has stood the test 
of time through generations, so 
has the gingerbread house. 

There are many ways for the 
modern American family to par- 
take in the gingerbread holiday 
tradition. One way is to simply 
buy one that is already made, 
either online or in local retailers.

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Boston Metro Hi-Railers to host Open House 


WILMINGTON — The Bos- 
ton Metro Hi-Railers model 
train club will host its holi- 
day season open house on 
Saturday, Dec. 8, 2018 from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. at its club- 
house at 5 Waltham St. in 
Wilmington. 

Like previous events, this 
open house will feature at- 
tractions for families, train 
enthusiasts and hobbyists 
alike. The three children’s 
layouts are especially inter- 
esting as boys and girls of all 
sizes can have hands on ex- 
perience running trains, op- 
erating trackside accessories 
or just watching others. 

This open house will offer a 
few updates to the scenes on 
the layout that the club 
members have been working 
on over the last several 
months. The most recent 
progress has been on the 
train station modeled after 
the Union Station at Troy, 
NY near Albany. 

Opened in 1900, Troy final- 
ly got a “modern” looking 
station after three previous 
buildings were built and 
then replaced on the same 
site. The last depot was 
designed by Reed & Stem, 
who eventually worked on 
Grand Central Terminal. 
The Troy station pioneered 
individual train platform 
sheds reached by an under- 
ground passageway instead 
of one huge shed. 

This fourth station was a 
colonial revival design with 
Beaux Arts columns and dec- 
orated by Grecian castings. 
The station was 400 feet, and 
the passenger tracks weren’t 
much longer. Most trains 
blocked grade crossings at 
each end of the station. 

By 1910, there were 130 pas- 
senger trains a day stopping 
at this busy depot and even- 
tually three railroads came 
to dominate the traffic at 
this passenger station: . the 
Delaware and Hudson RR, 
the New York Central RR 
and the Boston & Maine RR. 
As passenger traffic de- 


clined in the 1950’s the dem- 
olition of Troy Union Station 
became inevitable and after 
the last passenger service 
left town in January of 1958 
the station was demolished 
early the following year. 

Attendees to the open 
house can marvel at the 
detailed platforms accessed 
by an underground passage- 
way and a colorful print of 
this colonial revival design 
that will eventually become 
a 3-D model. 

Another featured structure 
is the curved trestle being 
constructed in a corner of 
the train room but destined 
to span the gorge near the 
“bubble” at one end of the 
layout. A trestle is a rigid 
frame used as a support. 
A trestle bridge is a bridge 
composed of several short 
spans supported by such 
frames. This type of bridge 
is sometimes called a "tres- 
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tle" for short, and each sup- 
porting frame is generally 
referred to as a bent. 
Timber and iron "trestles" 
(trestle bridges) were exten- 
sively used in the early days 
of railroading, with timber 
trestle making up from 1 to 3 
per cent of the total length 
of the average railroad in 
that era. Many timber tres- 
tles were: built with the ex- 
pectation that they would be 
temporary. Timber trestles 


were used to get the railroad 
to its destination. 

Once the railroad was run- 
ning, it was used to trans- 
port the material to replace 
timber trestles with more 
permanent works, transport- 
ing and dumping fill around 
some trestles and transport- 
ing stone or steel to replace 
others with more permanent 
bridges. Timber trestles re- 
main common in some ap- 
plications, most notably for 
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bridge approaches cross- 
ing floodways, where earth 
fill would dangerously ob- 
struct floodwater. The con- 
struction of this trestle has 
spanned a long time as each 
piece of wood is cut, posi- 
tioned and glued in place by 
hand, totaling thousands of 
hours of fine detail work by 
our dedicated crew. 

A familiar scene to past 
attendees is the club’s depic- 
tion of Scranton PA in the 
era of steam locomotives 
giving way to diesel powered 
engines. Scranton is the geo- 
graphic and cultural center 
of the Lackawanna River val- 
ley, and the largest of the for- 
mer anthracite coal mining 
communities that also in- 
cludes Wilkes-Barre, Pittston, 
and Carbondale.

They usually cap off a day 
of railroading with a potluck 
barbeque at a member’s 
home. You can be sure that a 
good time is had by all.

Almeida made sure that he 
kept up a tradition which 
started back when he was 
the head coach _ at 
Wilmington High School.

Almeida - who has belted 
out those lyrics over a hun- 
dred times during his 12- 
year tenure at WHS - led 
the entire frantic crowd to 
sing those words. The towns- 
people who weren't at the 
game certainly heard the 
song all the way back in 
Stoneham. 

The song never gets old 
does it, coach? 

“Nooooo, it doesn't, baby,” 
said Almeida with a raspy 
voice, and the biggest smile.

The 26-20 come from 
behind win over Old 
Rochester on Saturday 
afternoon was the first state 
championship title — for 
Stoneham and the first for 
Almeida.

offensive co-ordinator under 
Pignone. The Spartans 
entered that season with 31 
straight losses. Being a part 
of resurrecting programs 
was nothing new for 
Almeida. 

At Wilmington, he took 
over a program that had 
gone 31-87-3 from 1984 to 
1995, and from 1996 to 2007, 
he finished with a career 
record of 103-29-1. In his 
tenure the Wildcats won five 
league titles — one solo and 
four shared -- enjoyed many 
magical seasons, in particu- 
lar 1996 which finished 9-2 
and 2004 when the team fin- 
ished undefeated before los- 
ing in the playoffs, the pro- 
gram's first appearance at 
the time since 1976. He also 
is second all-time in wins, 
trailing the late Hall of 
Famer Fred Bellissimo. 

After leaving Wilmington, 
he spent three years at 
Malden Catholic an he 
inherited a program that 
had five straight losing sea- 
sons and had’ one winning 
season from 1998 to 2007. 
Almeida guided the team to 
6-5 records in both the 2008 
and '10 seasons, finishing 16- 
17 overall before he headed 
to Stoneham. 

Now in his 25th year as 
head coach and 34th year as 
a coach, Almeida has a 
career record of 176-99-1, 
with stops at Somerville, 
Wilmington, MC and 
Stoneham, as well as stints 
as an assistant coach at 
Brookline, Somerville, 
Beverly, Belmont and ..the 
one-year with Stoneham.

Barry calls the defense and ignites 
Knights past two-time state champs

FOXBORO -- When Mike 
Barry made the decision to 
step down as head coach of 
the Wilmington High 
Football team back in 
December of 2016, he had no 
intention of jumping right 
back into the coaching 
ranks. He figured he would 
at some point, but had no 
immediate plans to return 
after spending nine years as 
head coach of the Wildcats, 
before which he had spent 12 
years as an assistant under 
coach Bob Almeida. 

That all changed, however, 
when North Andover head 
coach John  Dubzinski 


offered him the defensive 
coordinator job with the 
Scarlet Knights. 

Barry, who had served as 


Wilmington's defensive 
coordinator for four of his 12 
years under’ Almeida, 
jumped at the opportunity. 
Not only was it a chance to 
work with a great coach and 
program such as Dubzinski 
and North Andover, but it 
was also a chance to stay 
close to his home in 
Andover, where he could still 
make it to his kids games as 
they grew up. It looked liked 
the best of both worlds. 

If Barry was happy with 
his decision to join the North 
Andover coaching staff two 
years ago, then he was 
absolutely thrilled with the 
decision last Friday night 
when he and the Scarlet 
Knights captured the 
Division 2 state champi- 
onship with a 6-0 shutout win 
over King Philip at Gillette 
Stadium. The shutout win 
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capped an amazing 12-0 sea- 
son for North Andover, who 
outscored their opponents 
430-124 on the season, while 
Barry's defense posted four 
shutouts on the year. 

None of the statistics mat- 
tered however; on Friday 
night, as the only thing that 
mattered to Barry and the 
Scarlet Knights was being 
Super Bowl champs. 

"It was fabulous to win it," 
Barry said. "I mean, you 
get into coaching because 
you love the game, and you 
like being around the kids 
and teaching the kids, but to 
win a championship is 
amazing. It is just a great 
feeling. It is like the icing 
on the cake." 

A big reason for that icing 
this season of course has 
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Barry calls

been Barry and_ his 
defense, who were outstand- 
ing all season with the afore- 
mentioned four shutouts, 
while also putting together a 
great game plan for Super 
Bowl Saturday against a 
King Philip squad that had 
won back-to-back _ state 
championships in 2016-17 
and won 11 straight playoff 
games. Barry also had a big 
role in the Knights offensive 
success this season, as he 
also coaches the team’s 
offensive line. 

«The win, and North 
Andover’s overall success 
the past two seasons where 
they have gone 21-2, further 
affirms what Dubzinski 
already believed when he 
hire Barry. 

**I was ecstatic to get him 
on my staff,” Dubzinski said. 
“We had competed against 
each other when I was 
‘edaching at Andover and his 
teams were always very well 
edached and very well pre- 
pared. He was a free agent 
and I was not going to let 
him get away. I told him he 
would have total control of 
the defense and I would not 
interfere. It is the best deci- 
sion I have ever made as a 
coach.” 

While coaching and game 
planning certainly played a 
big role in the Scearlet 
Knights success, Barry is 
quick to credit the players 
for their execution of the 
game plan. 

"First of all, it always 
starts with the kids. The 
benefit we had this year is 
that our kids were very 
smart, and very tough," 
Barry said. "We played one 
of the most physical teams 
in the state and went head to 
head with them. That was 
the most impressive thing to 
me." 

And it wasn't just on 
Saturday that the Knights 
players had shown Barry 
and the rest of the coaching 
staff just how smart and

tough they were. They had 
been doing so all season 
long. 

"We had a really talented 
team, but what made it real- 
ly special was the cama- 
raderie they had with each 
other," Barry said. "They 
enjoyed being together, and 
never took anything for 
granted. We have a great 
quarterback (Jake 
McElroy), and some games 
we would throw the ball a 
lot, but in other games we 
would hardly throw it at all, 
but he never complained. It 
was the same with our run- 
ning backs and receivers. 
They would do whatever was 
best for the team. We had a 
really great team atmos- 
phere." 

For Dubzinski, one of the 
big reasons for the team 
being so close was the lead- 
ership of Barry and his abil- 
ity to get the most out of his 
players. 

“T could go on and on about 
Mike. He was so instrumen- 
tal in our success. He put in 
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hours and hour of prepara- 
tion for the kids,” Dubzinski 
said. “He has a great way of 
connecting with the kids. He 
is demanding of them, but 
the kids have the utmost 
respect for him. They don’t 
want to disappoint him.” 

The Knights defense was- 
n't perfect in the Super Bowl 
victory, allowing drives of 12 
and 15 plays to King Philip, 
but when it mattered most, 
they stepped up and made 
the stops they needed to 
have. They also made the 
biggest plays of the game 
when the team needed them 
most, including a fumble 
recovery on the KP seven 
yard line that led to the only 
touchdown of the game in 
the third quarter. And fit- 
tingly enough, the game 
ended on a quarterback sack 
by the Knights as the 
Warriors attempted to 
mount one final drive. 

"They had two long drives 
that we were able to stop," 
Barry said. "The kids did 
the basics that we needed to 


get the win. Sometimes, 
when you are working on the 
same things all year long, 
kids don't want to that, but 
these kids always did. It is a 
cliché, but doing the funda- 
mentals really helped us 
win.” 

Once again, while Barry 
might be hesitant to take 
credit, Dubzinski is more 
than happy to give him the 
credit he deserves. 

“You could see why (King 
Philip) won the state cham- 
pionship two years in a row. 
They were a very good team 
and they ran an offense we 
really hadn’t seen all year,” 
said Dubzinski. “Mike basi- 
cally put together a defense 
where he tells the kids what 
their assignment is and tells 
the kids ‘do your job’ He 
does such a great job of put- 
ting the kids in the right 
place and everyone just fol- 
lows his example.” 

While Barry was obviously 
happiest about his team win- 
ning their Super Bowl title, 
he was also very happy to 


see Almeida and _ his 
Stoneham High squad win 
the Division 6 Super Bow] on 
Saturday afternoon. 

"I was so happy for Bob," 
Barry said. "I coached with 
him for a long time and con- 
sider him a good friend, so I 
was very happy for him to 
win a championship.

HONDA 
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Redmen’s Super Bowl quest falls short 


Tewksbury puts up tremendous fight against Springfield Central

FOXBORO - It wasn't sup- 
posed to end this way. 

But unfortunately it did. 

On Saturday evening, the 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School Football team closed 
out one of the greatest sea- 
sons in the history of the 
program, dating back to 
1935, with a tough 20-7 defeat 
to Springfield Central in the 

- Division 3 Super Bowl 

- Championship game held at 
Gillette Stadium. 
~The loss ended _ the 
Redmen's quest for the pro- 
gram's fourth Super Bowl 
victory in eight tries, the 

* last win coming in 2013. The 
loss ended the team's truly 
epic, magical and memo- 
rable’ season with an 11-2 
record, losing to the 
Division 2 and Division 3 
state champs from North 
Andover and SC. 

This year's team joins the 
1985 and 1996 teams as sec- 
ond all-time in wins during a 
season with 11, with the '13 
team as the record holder 
with 13. 

Minutes after the game 
concluded and the very 
chaotic and unprofessional 
trophy presentation ceremo- 
ny had ended, head coach 
Brian Aylward spoke at 
length about what this group 
was able to accomplish this 
fall season. 

"J am so proud of this 
group. To go out and take a 
run at all of the bigger 
schools that we _ face 
throughout the entire season 
and I'm just really proud of 
the way. that they stuck 
together," he said. "They 
played for each other all 
year long. They are a spe- 
cial group of kids and this 
experience, although it hurts 
right now, I think down the 
road, they are going to 
appreciate the effort that 
they gave because it's some- 
thing that is bigger than 
themselves. They'll stay 
together and these guys will 
remain close friends forever, 
I think because of the expe- 
fiences that they went 
through and_ ultimately 
that's what it is all about. 
*"These guys will be friends 
forever. This will be a tough 
memory right now. But 
those are the memories that 
drive you in life. The ones 
when things don't go your 
way. How did everybody in 
the program react when the 
fimes are tough? That's the 
true measure of character. I 
think all these guys passed 
that test. by the way they 
continued to fight and con- 
linued to believe (through- 
out the game). It's a great

group of kids. They accom- 
plished so much for what 
they have. I'm proud of 
them. I'm proud to be their 
coach." 

SC has more boys in its 
school than Tewksbury has 
total students, yet the two 
teams met in a D3 state 


championship game. 
Aylward was asked by 
another reporter about 


preparing for a school that's 
double the size of the one he 
represents. 

"You are still game plan- 
ning against eleven kids at a 
time," he answered. "I don't 
know, that's above my pay 
grade to figure out the 
inequities in that. We had 
some chances to make plays. 
I think we had some trouble 
pass blocking early on. They 
did a good job of trying to 
get penetration on some 
stuff with pass blocking 
stuff past the line of scrim- 
mage. They are a _ well- 
coached team and they cer- 
tainly have a lot of athletes 
and good players." 

SC entered the game at 10- 
1 and averaging 48.2 points 
per game. Their speed, ath- 
leticism and execution at 
important parts of the game, 
seemed to be the difference, 
but at the same time, 
Tewksbury's defense was 
outstanding, especially in 
the last two quarters. The 
Redmen held a team that 
has three .D1 collegiate 
prospects to just 71 yards 
over the last 20 minutes 
after giving up 82 on the 
first series and 231 in the 
first half. 

On the flip side of that, 
Tewksbury struggled offen- 
sively. The Redmen couldn't 
get any consistency going 
and were held to just 12 total 
yards in the entire first half. 
The pressure from the 
Golden Eagles' defensive 
line really created a lot of 
problems for Tewksbury and 
QB Jay Connolly. 

"Absolutely," answered 
Aylward. "I don't think any 
offenses are designed to 
take on as many minus yard 
plays as we did tonight, and 
we're certainly not. We kept 
trying to come back but they 
have some tremendous ath- 
letes on the other side and 
they are deep. They were 
able to take away some of 
the things that we do well. 
Our kids fought hard. That's 
all we can ever ask of them 
- just keep on fighting and 
they fought all of the way 
until the end, to the very last 
play fighting to get a touch- 
down at the end. 

"We had spurts of good 
things and then we had 
some of those minus (yard) 
plays. You can't have those.

We have done some stuff 
during the year where we 
have been successful, but 
the biggest difference today 
was their pressure was real- 
ly strong. They did a good 
job. It didn't matter what 
protection we were in. It was 
really hard to execute any- 
thing down field. They have 
really good athletes. They 
are a good team and it was a 
tough battle. You are sup- 
posed to play good teams in 
the Super Bow] and they are 
certainly a good team." 

The Eagles exploded out of 
the gates with a _ very 
impressive 9-play, 74-yard 
scoring drive which featured 
all positive yard plays, 
including a 36-yard pass 
from QB Isaac Boston (11- 
for-17, 164 yards, TD, 2 INTs, 
78 rushing yards and a spe- 
cial team's touchdown) to 
Tyvarius Daniels, a 26-yard 
pass to Kwame Kyles, who 
then ran in a 3-yard score 
and the kick by Andrew 
Carroll made it 7-0 just 4:12 
into the game. 

Later in the first quarter, 
Tewksbury was able to get 
something going starting a 
drive from its own 17 and 
moving to the Eagles' 27. 
But a big 21-yard sack on 
Connolly pushed the ball 
back just shy of midfield, 
and three plays later

Tewksbury punted. 

Springfield Central’s 
offense came back onto the 
field and this time it was an 
8-play, 91-yard scoring drive. 
Boston had the big play run- 
ning for 43 yards and two 
plays later, he tossed a TD 
pass to Cqari Bacote, who 
made an incredible acrobat- 
ic catch on the 22-yard toss. 
The Eagles faked the kick 
and went for two, but it 
failed making it 13-0. 

Tewksbury followed with a 
three-and-out, only to see 
the Eagles march right 
down the field again but a 
last second 32-yard field 
goal attempt missed badly 
and the score remained 13-0 
at the break. 

"Just adjusting to their 
speed," said Aylward when 
asked about the adjustments 
the team made before the 
second half. "They are a 
good team and I wouldn't 
take anything away from 
them and their athleticism. 
We made some adjustments 
but we really didn't change 
things from what our game 
plan was, we just executed a 
little bit better. That drive 
scoring early (in the third 
quarter) gave us a chance to 
get back into the game. They 
are a good team. They have 
a lot of kids from a big 
school and that's how it goes 
in Division 3." 

After the opening kick-off 
was returned 22 yards to the 
T34 by Shane Aylward, the 
entire complexion of the 
game completely changed 
on the first scrimmage play. 
Connolly took the snap and 
tossed a pitch to senior Kyle 
Zervas. He quickly hit the 
outside and in open space, 
he received a huge block by 
fullback Jack Kelly, before

lineman Justyn Lester was 
able to push another defend- 
er away just enough to allow 
Zervas to go down the left 
sideline untouched for the 
66-yard TD run. Tyler 
Keough's kick was good and 
it was a 13-7 game just 21 
seconds into the third quar- 
ter. 

"Great execution on the 
point of attack and then 
Kyle did a great job of turn- 
ing it on and going into 
another gear," said Aylward. 
"Similar to the touchdown 
he had against Duxbury. 
That was a good play but in 
the Super Bowl, you need to 
piece together more plays 
like that and tonight we 
weren't able to do that. It 
doesn't take away anything 
that these kids have accom- 
plished.” 

After giving up 231 total 
yards of offense in the first 
half, ‘Tewksbury's defense 
held SC in check throughout 
the entire second half. 
Derek Graffeo had a mon- 
ster second half with an 
interception as well as an 
incredible play, breaking up 
a pass on a big third down, 
while, Jack Kelly also had 
an interception. After their 
first drive to open the third 
quarter, SC was held to one 
first down and just 37 total 
yards of offense in the final 
16 minutes of the game. 

After Graffeo's intercep- 
tion, Tewksbury returned 
the favor by throwing one of 
their own on a flea-flicker, 
trick play. Both teams 
exchanged a series of punts 
and with the score still 13-7 
with 4:34 to go in the game, 
SC had the ball on the 
Redmen 44 after Tewksbury 
turned the ball over on 
downs with an incomplete

Four plays later, Kelly 
made a sensational jumping 
play to intercept a pass ‘at 
the T45 and return it to the 
SC 42 with 2:57 to go. 
Tewksbury turned the ball 
over on downs, and SC- fol- 
lowed with a three-and-out. 
On the fourth down punt, the 
Redmen were trying to set 
up a play on the return, but 
it didn't go as planned, and 
Coach Aylward admitted 
afterwards that it was an 
“ill-advised call”. Shane 
Aylward caught the punt 
and had three guys on: his 
tail, who ripped the ball out 
of his hands. Boston picked 
it up at the seven and ran 
the ball in for the game's 


. final score. ; 


Tewksbury, like it has done 
all season, didn't quit, mov- 
ing the ball 73 yards on four 
plays, including a trio of 15- 
yard penalties by SC, but 
time expired after Shane 
Aylward's 25-yard catch 
down to the 7-yard line. 

“We had some opportuni- 
ties and we certainly fought 
back in to give ourselves: a 
chance for more opportuni- 
ties. We kind of squandered 
some stuff.” ;
